Raids net 
drugs here 


Eleven persons face drug- 
related charges after two raids 
at homes in Mitchell yesterday. 

The raids were conducted by 
the Madison County Sheriff's 
Department, the Illinois State 
Police, the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation, Madison and 
East Alton police and Granite 
City police detectives. 

Drugs with a street value. 
exceeding $5,000 were 
recovered from the two homes 
‘The drugs were believed stolen 
from Gimmy’s Drug Store and 
the adjoining office of Dr. 
Norman Taylor, both in East 
Alton, during burglaries there 
early Wednesday morning. 

Some drugs bearing the drug 
store’s identification and some 
blank checks from Dr. Taylor's 
office were recovered in the 

first raid, it was reported. 

Authorities received in- 
formation alleging that stolen 
drugs were in the home of 
Randall Parker, 18, of 420 
‘Tennessee Ave., Mitchell. 

‘They believed the drugs had 
been taken from the Reese Drug 
Store in Madison in a burglary 
which was reported Monday. 
That report turned out to be 
false. 

An undercover deputy sheriff 
went to the home in street 
clothing at noon yesterday and 
talked to several people @t that 
address. He reported seeing 
prescription medication in view 
of the doorway. 

The agent then reported his 
findings and a raid followed.

While still awaiting approval 
by the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency and the 
Granite City Council, the city 
clerk's office is preparing to 
send out $5.10 quarterly sewage 
treatment bills to residential 
sanitary sewer users. Subject to 
revision, the new rates became 
effective ‘Aug. 1. 

‘The $5.10 bills will be 88.8 per 
cent higher than the $2.70 
quarterly bills which have been 
sent to homeowners for several 
years. They will be sent out Oct. 
31 and should be received about 
Nov. 1. 

The increase is to offset the 
costs of building and main- 
taining the city’s $11 million 
secondary sewage treatment 
plant, which is under con- 
struction on the Granite City 
Army Installation property. 
The plant is expected to be in 
operation by early next year. 

The treatment rate schedule 
still is subject to revision by the 
EPA and word of approval or 
change is expected by the city 
soon. 

After the EPA has approved 
or changed the rate schedule, 
the city council still will have to 
approve it before it can become 
effective. a 

City Clerk Robert W. Stevens 
said this week that his office is 
prepared to print the $5.10 bills 
and to make any adjustments in 
the rates on the following bill, if 
necessary. 

Changes are possible, par- 
ticularly because of complaints 
from industry of rate increases 
as high as 240 per cent. 

One large industrial user is 
considering constructing its 
own sewers and sewage 
treatment plant, rather than 
pay the higher rates, it has been 
indicated. If that should hap- 
pen, the rates for all other users 
would increase in order to pay 
the bonds sold for treatment 
plant construction. 

The city has sold $4,100,000 
worth of bonds, which. includes 
$3,085,000 to construct and 
maintain the plant and 
$1,015,000 to pay off bonds on the 
present primary treatment 

nt. 

The $1,015,000 has been placéd 
in an interest-drawing bank 
account from which bonds will 
be paid on the retirement dates. 

Federal grants will finance 
about $8 million of the plant 

construction cost. 

Relief may be offered to 
many homeowners sometime in

New sanitary sewer line 


A sanitary sewer line will be 
installed this year to serve the 
Zippel and Emert avenues and 
Kilarney Drive on the east 
edge of Granite City, if bids 
advertised for by the city 
council are within estimates. 

Most property owners in that 
area already have annexed into 
Granite City and the others 
have pledged to annex as soon 
as the sanitary sewer line is 
assured. 

The City Council voted 
Monday night to advertise for 
bids on the project. The bids will 
be opened at noon Monday, 
Sept. 9, at a meeting with 
homeowners from that area 
invited to watch, and the City 
Council will consider the bids 
and possibly award a contract 
that week. 

Speci ions for the project 
call for a completion date of 
Nov. 4, 1974. 

The project will be financed 
by a bond issue by the residents 
‘of the area. The city will not 
participate in the funding, 
aldermen were told. Local 
attorney, Horace Calvo, has 
donated his services as bonding 
attorney, Mayor Paul Schuler 
disclosed. 

“The people there estimate 
this will cost them about $10 per 


month each for about 15 years. 
Everything is being paid for by 
these people,’’ Schuler ex- 
plained. e 

The sewer line is to begin in 
the alley between Emert and 
Gary avenues and will run east 
and west from Edgewood 
Avenue to Johnson Road. 

It will continue across 
Johnson Road and will go 
westward along the south side 
of the roadway to the first alley 
where it will turn south two lots 
before emptying into an 
existing Granite City sewer. 

Another part of the line will 
serve five homes on Kilarney 
Drive, all homes on the north 
side of Zippel Avenue from 
Kilarney Drive to Willow 
Avenue and both sides of Emert 
Avenue from Edgewood Avenue 
to Maryville Road. 

The remaining homes in that 
area already have sanitary 
sewers. 

The new sewer will have 60 
sections for taps from homes 
and about 58 homes are ex- 
pected to tap on immediately. 
The new sewer line will serve 
about 200 persons. 

Specifications call for 1,670 
linear feet of 10-inch line, 1,310 
feet of eight-inch line, 13 
manholes, backfill and other

the future when bonds for 
construction of sewers in the 
Nameoki Particular Areas 1 
and 2 are retired. At that time, 
the $2.50 monthly sewer bills to 
homeowners, in those areas 
(most of the city east of 
Nameoki Road) will cease. 

Homeowners in those areas, 
now paying $2.50 per month 
sewer bills and $2.70 quarterly 
for sewage treatment, will have 
only the $5.10 bill every .three 
months, rather than the bills 
totaling $f0.20 they now receive 
during a three-month period. 

Monthly bills to thase sewer 
areas were halted for a period 
last year, but billing was 
resumed when it was. deter- 
mined that not enough money 
had been received to retire all 
outstanding bonds. 

The EPA is considering a rate 


«schedule prepared by H. J. 


Umbaugh & Associates, 
Indianapolis, Ind., and ap- 
proved by the council in or- 
dinance form in September 
1973. 

The-$5.10 fee is based upon a 
charge of 42.5 cents per 100 
cubic feet of sewage flow up toa 
total of 1,200 cubic feet, which 
includes virtually all 
residences. 

In the second step of the 
schedule, customers using the 
next 37,800 cubic feet of water 
will pay sewer rates at 42 cents 
per 100 cubic feet. 

These first steps of the fee 
scale compare with the existing 
rate for the primary treatment 
plant of 22 cents per 100 cubic 
feet for the first 39,000 cubic feet 
of water used. 

In other words, larger ‘users 
using 39,000 cubic feet of water 
under the new schedule would 
pay the first 1,200 cubic feet at 
42.5 cents per 100 cubic feet (or 
$5.10 for the quarter)’ plus 42 
cents per 100 cubic feet for the 
next 37,800 cubic feet (or $158), 
a total of $163.10. 

The bill for 39,000 cubic feet of 
water usage under the present 
schedule would be $85 at a rate 
of 22 cents per 100 cubic feet 
Thus, the bill for sewage 
treatment of customers using 
39,000 cubic feet of water would 
be increased $78 under the new 
scale, or 91.8 per cent over the 
present charge. 

The new schedule provides 
graduated scale of charges on 
both a quarterly and monthly 
basis 

Under the proposed rates, 
sewer users, on the basis of 
water-consumption, would pay 

For the first 1,200 cubic feet of 
water used, 42.5 cents per 100 
cubic feet (or $5.10 per quar- 
ter); the next 37,800 cubic feet 
of water, 42 cents per 100 cubic 
feet; the next 39,000 feet, 40 
cents per 100; the next 81,000 
cubic feet, 38 cents per 100; the 
next 81,000 cubic feet, 36 cents 
per 100; the next 162,000 cubic 
feet, 34 cents per 100; the next 
1,098,000 cubic feet at 30 cents 
per 100, and over 1.5 million 
cubic feet, 26 cents per 100. 

These compare with existing 
rates as follows: + 

The first 39,000 cubic feet, at 
22 cents per 100; the next 39,000 
cubic feet at 20 cents per 100 
the next 81,000 cubic feet at 12 
cents per 100; the next 162,000 at 
10 cents per 100, the next 
1,098,000 cubie feet at 6 cents 
per 100, and over 1.5 million 
cubic feet at 1 cent per 100 

In addition, the ordinance 
provides:

excess of 240 parts per million 
of BO! 

The tentative increase in the 
sewage rate was discussed 
briefly at Monday night’s city 
council meeting by First Ward 
Alderman Everett Morlen who 
asked Mayor Paul Schuler if the 
EPA had taken action on the 
rate schedule. 

Schuler said he would contact 
the EPA this week and request 
immediate approval of the 
city’s rates.

A plan under which Madison 
County Board members would 
receive a flat $6,000 annual 
salary, rather than the present 
$40 per meeting attended, was 
endorsed on a‘ voice vote by the 
county board yesterday and will 
be considered for final adoption 
at the board’s next meeting 
Sept. 18. 

Presently, board members 
receive per diem pay of $40 for 
each board meeting or com- 
mittee meeting. Auto mileage 
also is paid. 

Some members “have been 
accused of misusing the per 
diem, collecting for up to five 
committee meetings a week, 
including those in which no 
business could be conducted 
because of a lack of quorum. 

The new annual salary plan 
provides for penalties to be 
assessed, against board 
members’ missing more than 
two county board meetings or 12 
committee meetings per year 
without excused absences. The 
plan was drafted by James Heil, 
county board member from 
Godfrey. 


In other business, the board’ 


upheld the firing of Jack Clif- 
ford, building and zoning ad- 
ministrator, for alleged 
favoritism in applying the 
regulations of his office. 

On a 25-2 vote, the poard 
appointed Paul Hawkins, 
county environmental 
protection officer, to fill both 
Clifford’s post and his own 
temporarily, pending outcome 
of a suit Clifford has filed asking 
to be reinstated.

Asseciation’s 82-year. history, 
there will. be competition 
leading to the determination of 
statewide football champions. 

Local coaches are still 
assessing the implications of 
the new five-level tournament 
series Nov. 6-23. 

They agree that it will have a 
big impact on the objectives and 
tactics. of the 1974 season 
opening Sept. 6. 

The 529 football-playing 
schools in the IHSA began 
football practice drills Monday 
in preparation for the fall in- 
terscholastie campaign. 

For teams that are members 
of conferences, the outcome of 
their league games during the 
regular season will determine 
the nucleus of playoff par- 
ticipants in each of the five 
classes, 1A through 5A. 
Enrollment lines are drawn at 
320, 550, 1,125 and 2,200 between 
the five categories. 

Champions of each of the 65 
football conferences throughout 
the state earn berths in 16-team 
class brackets, which include in 
this community only the 
Warriors of Granite City High 
School South (Class 5A). South 
has not captured the conference 
grid title since 1946, although 
coming close a few times. East 
St. Louis and Belleville West 
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have been dominant. 

Three at-large. entrants, 
eoming from the ranks' of in- 
dependents — such as Granite 
City High School North (Class 
4A) and Madison High School 
(Class 3A) —- and the ranks of 
conference co-champions also 
will be selected in each of the 
five enrollment classifications. 

‘The Warriors of South, with 
first-year mentor Stan Wojcik 
at the helm, opens their season 
at home in a non-conference 
contest with crosstown rival 
GCHS North and then face 
Riverview Gardens in another 
non-conference game. From 
there on, it is Southwestern 
Conference competition all the 
way. 

Some coaches say conference 
games will have to be played 
with winning in mind, while 
non-conference contests will 
have to be weighed carefully 
and also can prove decisive.

Both Granite City High 
Schools this week opened their 
fields for practice to help 
prepare their respective soccer 
teams for the 1974 season.

“Energy development is one 
of the most critical challenges 
for Illinois. We have the 
resources — 240 billion tons of 
coal are lying beneath Llinois.

SEEING IS BELIEVING 
from outer space 


are real to the Selchows 


_ WOODSTOCK — One eve- 
ning at dusk Bill Selchow was 
driving toward Crystal Lake 
Ce em hesaw an ob 

ct hovering just above the 
trees along the road. 

“That ‘was the most unex- 
plainable thing I've ever 

he. recalled. 


It was perfectly spherical, 
he said, describing the object, 
and it was marked with cross-. 
hatched lines: 

One moment it. was there 
and the next it was gone, he 
said Al within about five 


One morning around 3 a.m. 
Shirley Selchow looked out 
her bedroom window and saw 
a bright orange object float- 
ing across the sky. 

“T didn’t hear anything,” 
she remembered, 'and in a few 
Moments the object passed 
betind some trees and out of 


sight. 

Bill and Shirley Selchow are 
believers. 

“We strongly believe that 
there are people on the other 
planets in our solar system,” 
explained Selchow. 

The Selchows, married 22 
years and.the parents of four 
children, became interested 
in the possibilities of life on 
other planets and of unidenti- 
fied flying objects (UFOs) in 
1966. 


Friends interested them in 
the topic, said Selchow. 

Talking recently in the liv- 
ing room of their Woodstock 
home, the Selchows agreed 
that their interest is now more 
than casual. 

“The more you get into it,” 
explained Selchow, ‘‘the more 
it becomes a way of life.” 

It is, in Mrs. Selchow's 
words, ‘‘The study of life: Do I 
have a purpose? What am I? 
Am I one of a kind? ... I be- 
lieve there are answers." 

Some of those answers are 
found in the unidentified fly- 
ing objects that are periodi- 
cally sighted in America and 
virtually every other country. 

The Selchows have seen 
such things. Said Bill, “I’m 
sure that a lot of us have.” 

Many of these sightings are 
probably not ships from other 
planets, the Selchows said. 
But there have been too many 
sightings in too many places 
by too many reputable per- 
sons to not believe that some- 
one from another planet has 
approached earth, they said. 

“The things that I’ve seen _ 


' MADISON 
AND 
BELLEMORE 
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look pretty much like stars,” 
said Selchow. 

On July 5, for example, he 
said he saw what he describes 
as two crafts passing across 
the night sky. 

They were ‘just a white 
light,” he said, but they were 
too high and going too fast to 
be stars. 

The Selchows know that 
some people will think that 
they are crazy and some will 
think they’re liars. 

“That makes no difference 
to us,” said Selchow. 

“A painting of a spaceship 
dominates one wall of their 
living room. 

They explained that it was 
copied for them, by a friend, 
from a photograph taken by 
George Adamski at 9 a.m. on 
Dec. 13, 1952, at Palomar Gar- 
dens, Calif. 

‘The craft in the painting 
looks like the stereotype im- 
age of a flying saucer. 

For the Selchows the sight- 
ing by Adamski and similar 
confirmed sightings are evi- 
dence supporting their belief. 

That belief — that we on 
earth are not alone in the 
vastness of the universe — is 
more important fo them, how- 
ever, than the confirmation of 
UFOs. 

“We believe very strongly 
that you don’t have but one 
life,” said Bill, calmly. ‘‘The 
part of you that we call soul 
goes on and on."’ 

Most scientists, although 
they have kept the door open 
to the possibility, deny that 
there is life‘on the other plan- 
ets in our solar system, com- 
mented Selchow. 

“I wonder how they've de- 
termined that?” he asked. He 
said that the instruments used 
to gather that information 
have been focused on earth by 
our astronauts and ‘‘the infor- 
mation they received indi- 
cated that life as we know it 
cannot exist on earth.” 

Public officials continue to 
deny the existence of extra- 
terrestrial beings on this 
planet. 

Nevertheless, said Mrs. Sel- 
chow, she is certain that peo 
ple from other, planets have 
visited earth and have met 
with high officials. 

The officials won't admit it, 
she said, perhaps to avoid a

| City aldermen were informed 
at Monday night’s City Council 
meeting that American Home 
Assurance Co., the city’s 
liability insurance carrier for 
the police department, has filed 
suit in Madison County Circuit 
Court, attempting to absolve the 
company of any responsibility 
for payment, of any claims 
arising from the incident. 

‘The insurance company seeks 
a declaratory judgment from 
the court verifying that the city 
fpiled to follow the provisions of 
the insurance policy by failing 
to notify the insurance company 
immediately that a suit had 
been filed against the city in the 
matter. 

The original suit was filed 
May: 17, 1974, by Vonda L. 
Collins, mother and ad- 
ministratrix of the estate of 
Michael Collins, against the city 
and three policemen, Harry 
Mitchell, Edward Wisehan and 
David Rosenburg. It alleged the 
policemen exceeded the force 
necessary to arrest the Collins 
boy or prevent his escape. That 
suit still is pending. 

Mrs. Collins seeks $100,000 
damages and costs of the suit.

speeders, which is a police job. 

Parmley later requested that 
the city attorney prepare an 
ordinance authorizing stop 
signs at Zippel Avenue and 
Kilarney Drive. He also 
requested street name signs at 
the same location. 

‘An excavation permit was 
granted to Illinois Power Co. to 
replace a gas main in the alley 
between Washington Avenue 
and Iowa Street in the 2400 to 
2800 blocks. The work is to be 
completed by Sept. 23.

Mayor Paul Schuler hosted 
several business and 
professional men Tuesday for a 
trip to Centralia to study 
downtown revitalization 
programs there. 

Attending with Schuler were: 
Chester Baker, president of the 
Tri-Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerce; Casper 
Nighohossian, city con- 
demnation attorney; Carl 
Mathias, service area manager 
for Illinois Power Co.; Ralph 
Morris, local realtor, and 
Sidney Katz, a downtown 
property owner, 

Mayor Schuler commented on 
Centralia's downtéwn area, 
“We think it is very uch what 
we want in Granite'City, If a 
city like Centralia can do it, 
there is no reason a city like 
Granite City can not do it.” 

Schuler Monday night 
requested the council to grant 
him $150 expenses for the trip. 
Alderman Gerald Parmley of 
the Sixth Ward objected, saying 
he felt the businessmen should 
pay for the trip. 

Parmley cited lengthy delays 
in attempting to get a downtown 
mall and. opposition from 
businessmen which stopped 
other improvement proposals in 
saying he did not feel the city 
should pay for favors for the 
businessmen 

The bill passed 8-1, with only 
Parmley objecting, after 
Schuler said the money would 
be used only for the expenses of 
himself and Nighohossian. 

Expenses of up to $250 and a

The seminar will deal with the 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment Act of 1974 which ap- 
propriates $2.5 billion to cities 
for housing and community 
development programs. 

Nighohossian told the council 
he felt the city could qualify to 
share in the program funding if 
the council would approve a 
hold-harmless agreement, 
freeing the federal government 
from any liabilities of, the 
program.

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Venice 
ok's new 
tax levy 


The Venice City Council 
Tuesday night ee @ new 
1974 tax ‘levy of $504,688, an 
increase of $55,233 over last 
year’s levy of $449,435. 

The new levy calls for a tax 
extension of $125,000 in the 
general fund, and a total of 
$379,668 in the city’s ten special 
tax levy accounts. 

Most of the increase is in the 
special accounts, whose total of 
$379,668 is $53,443 higher than 
the $326,225 levied for special 
funds a year ago. 

Special account - levies, 
compared to those of last year 
in parenthesis, are: 

Street and Bridge $37,500 
($37,000); ° Police $56,250 
($55,500); Audit $800 ($675); 
street lighting $11,000 ($4,000); 
fire protection $60,000 ($59,200) ; 
garbage collection $75,000 
($59,653); police pensions 
$50,918 ($40,318); public library 
$45,000 ($40,879); municipal 
retirement $42,000 ($29,000) ; 
civil defense $1,200 (none). 

In addition, the council ap 
preved a resolution establishing 
an additional tax levy of $7,500 
for the working cash fund. 
Under revised state law, 
working cash fund financing is 
separate from the regular tax 
levy. 

The aldermen authorized a 
transfer of $40,000 from the 
McKinley Bridge reserve ac- 
count to the city’s 1974 flood 
disaster account to enable

repairs, 

Venice expects to receive 
reimbursement of these funds 
in federal disaster allotments 
based on the cost of city sewer 
repairs.

Baez album touches 
human wellsprings

The music touches deep 
things inside you. It may be 
the finest album ever put out 
by a woman who is known for 
putting out fine things. 

I'm talking about Joan 
Baez’ latest album, ‘Gracias 
a La Vida,” which is Spanish 
for ‘‘Thanks to Life.”” 

It is a grand experimggt 
that Miss Baez has made 
here. She has sold millions of 
records full of pop music, but 
in this album, at least, she has 
turned her back on that sort of 
scene and recorded 14 Latin 
songs, singing them in Span- 
ish. It is a tribute to her ability 
as an interpreter of songs that 
they come off so brilliantly 
and movingly — some sad, 
some joyful, some pensive, 
but all alive with the fires and 
shadings of a sensitive human 
being. 

This album, put out by A & 
M Records, Inc., cannot be 
recommended too highly. It is 
too bad that many may fail to 
take the time to listen to it be- 
cause it is in Spanish. Don't 
make that mistake. 


In one of the most-impres- 
sive ‘“‘live” tworecord al- 
bums to come a long in quite a 
while, The Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band shows why it has re- 
mained such a popular group 
for more’than a decade.

It features the Dirt Band at its 
very best, performing a wide 
range of music from good- 
timey energetic treatments of 
country-bluegrass which has 
always en the group’s 
bread and butter, to its hand- 
ful of hit singles and some ex- 
cellent satire of vintage rock 
‘oldies. One of the most intri- 
guing aspects of the album 
are the interviews with vari- 
ous members of the group 
which give the album a docu- 
mentary flavor.

‘We need to educate

SPRINGFIELD — LeRoy

Mental Health and Develop- 
mental Disabilities gives it a 
different sort of twist. 

Levitt is also a psychiatrist 
with a mile-long list of sery- 
ices rendered the Chicago 
medical community. But 
right now his sole purpose is 
to attend to the matters of the 
DMHDD, and he discusses 
that responsibility with au- 
thority. 

One of the areas he is con- 
cerned with is the budget. 

“T am pleased with the new- 
ly approved $351 million 
budget designated for the de- 
partment,” explained the di- 
rector.

It is also one of the largest 
mental health budgets in the 
country. 

“Ninety per cent of the 
money represents fixed costs 
for the nearly 20,000 employes 
working in the state’s 27 fa- 
cilities,” Levitt said. ‘The re- 
mainder will go to the com- 
munity.” 

For example, $67.2 million 
is earmarked for grants-in- 
aid and purchased care to 
community mental health 
centers as well as a variety of 
other community-based pro- 
grams. This represents a 60 
per cent increase in two-budg- 


ets. 
“I feel this is an extraor- 


munity as the major issue 
facifig the department in the 
next 10 years. 

“Everyone is in favor of 
good mental health — but 
‘don’t put the patients on my 
block’ seems to be a common 
attitude,” Levitt summed up. 
“There exists a primitive fear 
of a person with a mental 
problem, but we simply can- 
not turn back the hands of the 
clock and continue to treat 
these\people the same way we 
did in the past. 

“With the increasing de- 
cline in the number of resi- 
dents in state facilities, we 
are going to have more money 
to invest in community pro- 
grams,”” he continued.

SPRINGFIELD — With the 
golden days of summer 
speeding past and the return 
to the classroom just around 
the autumnal corner, here 
comes the season of the three 
F's again. 

Fall, football ... and flu. 

The brisk and blazing fall 
season is a favorite with most 
people, and the colorful action 
of the football team is a favor- 
ite of many. 

The only people who enjoy 
flu are those who don’t get it. 

Bracing for the annual 
guessing game of ‘“‘will it or 
won't it?'’ be a bad year for 
influenza, the Illinois Public 
Health Department’s division 
of disease contro] has issued 
some recommendations com- 
piled by the federal Center for 
Disease Control, in Atlanta, 
Ga. 

Considering the. over-all 
question of influenza out- 
breaks, the report finds that 
outbreaks serious enough to 
be epidemics apparently oc- 
cur when antibody levels di- 
minish or when the antigens 
of a particular type change 
sufficiently to leave most of 
the population unprotected 
against its altered form. 

pe A viruses are more 
likely to be epidemic, and are 
generally more severe than 
Type B viruses. Though 
deaths from flu are usually 
limited almost entirely to the 
chronically ill or the elderly, 
it is again usually good old. 
Type A which causes deaths 
in excess of what would nor- 
mally be expected, even 
among this high risk group. , 

Public health leaders do not 
generally recommend across 
the board, widespread vac- 
cination, since the effective- 
ness of the antibody levels is 
generally short-lived and 
varies greatly among indi- 
viduals. In addition, the ele- 
ment of cost, availability of 
the vaccine, and the low fre- 
quency of serious complica- 
tions following flu,. among 
healthy people, all discourage 
widespread immunization 
programs on the mere chance 
that a serious outbreak might 
occur in a given community. 

There are people, though, 
who definitely should be vac- 
cinated annually, and by mid- 
November, the health offi- 
cials urge. These “thigh risk" 
cases include all persons over 
65 years, and people of any 
age who are chronic victims 
of heart disease, bronchopul-. 
monary diseases such as 
asthma, chronic bronchial 
difficulties, and emphysema; 
kidney diseases and diabetes 
or other metabolic disorders. 

If a community outbreak of 
epidemic proportions should 
occur, the question of vac- 
cination for persons providing 
essential community services 
should be cohsidered. 

The individual physician is 
the best person to decide on 
vaccination for patients not in 
any of these high risk cate- 
gories, the report notes, add- 
ing that pregnancy is not an 
automatic indication for vac- 
cination. 

In the past, it is noted, two 
doses of vaccine have tradi- 
tionally been given, but the 
current data indicates that 
with the more potent vaccines 
available in recent years, lit- 
tle additional benefit is de-° 
rived from the second dose, 
and it is therefore found rea- « 
sonable to use only a single 
vaccine dose for either the . 
first, or later booster, vac- « 
cinations. 

The report adds one note of 
caution: no matter what the 
patient’s risk category, the in- 
fluenza vaccine should not: be | 
administered to any person 
clearly hypersensitive to egg 
protein since the vi 








~ Nixon career marked - 
by peaks and valleys 


Richard -Milhous Nixon, a 
man both of great strengths 
and weaknesses, leaves the 

‘White House with a storybook 
political. career behind him — 
28 years of triumphal peaks 
and sometimes seemingly 
hopeless valleys. 

‘The deepest of the valleys, 
of course, was the Watergate 
affair whose revelations 
drove the President to resign. 

The 37th president of the 
United States in 1972 won re- 
election by the largest popu- 
lar vote margin in American 
political history — the highest 
peak. Yet a year later he vias 
defending himself against im- 
peachment and a year after 
that had to step down to avoid 
it — the deepest valley of 
them all. 

To understand the man who 
is leaving office two and one- 
half years before his second 
term expires, you must look 
~at the years and events which 
charted a sometimes stum- 
bling yet inevitable path to the 
White House. 

Mr. Nixon didn’t enter the 
political arena until he was 33, 
after a stint at Whittier Col- 
lege in his ‘native California, 
graduation with a law degree 
from Duke University, a law 
practice in Whittier, mar- 
riage to Thelma Catherine 
(Pat) Ryan, a high school 
teacher, and finally a World 
War II tour in the Navy. He 
tried the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration before joining 
the Navy but was frustrated 
by bureaucratic fiddling. 

Mr. Nixon’s 1946 candidacy 
for the House of Representa- 
tives in the then 12th Califor- 
nia congressional district

came at a fortuitous time, for 
100 members of the district's 
Republican clifbs were look- 
ing for somebody to beat 
Democrat H. Jerry Voorhis, a 
10-year incumbent. 

Mr. Nixon, still in the Navy 
and stationed behind a Wash- 
ington desk, heard about the 
GOP game plan from friends. 
On a weekend he flew to Cali- 
fornia and talked with Repub- 
lican leaders in the 12th: Dis- 
trict. A few days later he was 
selected as the underdog can- 
didate to-come to grips with 
Voorhis. 

The race cost him the $4,000 
he and Pat had saved from his 
Navy pay. Mr. Nixon won by 
an impressive 15,494-vote 
margin in a district that had 
been comfortably Democratic 
for years. 

‘Already Mr. Nixon was be- 

1g a tough political in- 
fighter. Voorhis later called 
him “quite a ruthless oppo 
nent,” but the new congress- 
man described the campaign 
as a “very honest debate on 
‘the issues.” 

Two years later‘Mr. Nixon 
won reelection without a No- 
vember contest, grabbing 
both parties’ nominations un- 
der California’s then unique 
cross-filing law. 

Still a virtual unknown in 
Congress, Mr. Nixon first at- 
tracted national attention 
during the celebrated Alger 
Hiss case. Hiss, a former 
State Department official, 
was accused by an ex-Com- 
munist Party member, Whit- 
taker Chambers, of having 
belonged to the Communist 
Party and of having passed 
government information to 
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Russian agents in the 1930s. 
Most mi rs of the since 
disbanded House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee 
were ready to drop’ the case 
after. Hiss vehemently denied ~ 
the charges. But Mr. Nixon — 
persisted. Hiss went to jail in * 


1950, convicted of perjury ina... 


federal court trial. : 

By then Mr. Nixon was a 
national figure and a hero to 
those who suspects Commu- 
nist infiltration into ; the 
United States. 

The Hiss case was the first 
of the ‘‘Six Crises” described / 
in Mr. Nixon's 1962 book. 

By now the young ex-Navy 
man thought he was ready for 
the Senate, after contributing 
in the House to thé Marshall 
Plan to aid postwar Europe < 
and to the Taft-Hartley Act 
which wrote new labor-man- 
agement rules for the natioh, 

‘He ran against and defeated 
a-former actress, Helen 
Gahagan Douglas, in 1960, but 
not until the end of a bitter 
campaign which saw him ac- 
cusing Mrs. Douglas of being 
a Communist. 

By now Mr. Nixon was be- 
coming known among his col- 
leagues as a rough-and-tum- 


ble fighter when it came to po- **: 


litical campaigning. < 

In 1951, when President 
Truman stripped Gen. of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur of 
his Far East commands, Mr. 
Nixon defended the general 
and sponsored a Senate reso- 
lution of confidence in MacAr- 
thur. This drew the lasting en- 
mity of Truman. 

Mr. Nixon ran afoul of his 
first real political trouble in 
1952 after Gen. Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower selected him as his 
running mate. The campaign 
scarcely was under way when 
the vice presidential candi- 
date found himself in the 
headlines with the disclosure 
of an_ $18,000 “slush” fund 
from California businessmen. 

Some GOP leaders-wanted 
Eisenhower to drop Mr. Nix- 
on. But he defended himself 
on national television — then 
a new political weapon — ex- 
plaining his personal finances 
down to Pat’s cloth coat and 
the family dog, Checkers, 

He stayed on the ticket, but 
later listed that incident as 
the second crisis in his book. 

As Gen. Eisenhower's run- 
ning mate, Mr. Nixon contin- 
ued his anti-Communist 
stance, calling Adlai Steven- _ 
son, the general's 1952 Demo- 
cratic opponent: ‘Adlai, the 
appeaser ... who got his 
Ph.D. from Dean Acheson’s 
college of cowardly Commu- 
nist containment.” 

Acheson was secretary of 
state under Truman, the out- 
going chief executive.” . 

After victory, the new 
president sent Mr. Nixon as 
his emissary to 56 countries. 
They produced two more 
chapters in the “Six Crises” 
book. 

When Eisenhower suffered 
a heart attack in 1955, Mr. 
Nixon presided over Cabinet 
and National Security Council 
meetings, held news confer- 
ences and made public ad- 
dresses. 

The general called him ‘“‘the 
most valuable member of my 
team” and it becamie evident 
that Mr. Nixon was his heir 
apparent. After two terms as 
vice president, he won the 
1960 GOP presidential nomi- 
nation from New York ‘Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller. 

Then came the televised de- 
bates with Sen. John F. Ken- 
nedy that year. * ¢ 

Mr. Nixon was beaten by a 
slim margin and even his 
backers” ceded it was his 
poor showing during the de- 
bates that helped to lose the 
election.

testines. So the signs of iron- 
poisoning include stomach- 
pain, nausea and vomiting. As 
the process advances, bleed- 
ing into the stomach begins. 
‘The vomitus may then contain 
blood which looks black and 
tarry, but sometimes bright 
red. As the process worsens, 
the child gets pale and 
shocky, sometimes losing 
consciousness completely. 
Untreated, half the children 
who take too much iron may 
die. * 

Treatment relies on 
removing the iron from the 
stomach. If the child is seen 
by a doctor soon ‘enough, a 
stomach-pump can remove 
the poisonous iron. Certain 
medicines are available to 
help remove the iron and neu- 
tralize it. But after removing 
the iron from the stomach, the 
main task for the doctors is 
treating the blood loss and 
shock. With prompt attention 
and a little luck, most chil- 
dren who take too much iron 
can be helped. 

Even iron used for the 
treatment of anemia in chil- 
dren can be irritating to the 
stomach, Stomach-ache and 
diarrhea are common com- 
plaints of children taking iron 
by mouth. These complaints 
can be lessened if the iron is 
taken after meals or some- 
times in smaller doses. 

For both children and 
adults, a good diet can pre- 
vent the need for use of iron 
supplements. For iron is 
plentiful in meats especially 
liver, in egg yolk, green vege- 
tables, whole grain cereals, 
peas, beans and nuts.

Iron poisoning Do some planning 
for your vacation

When you take a trip, is 
your schedule more packed 
than your suitcase? 

You don’t have to be a globe 
trotter to fall into this trap. 
The same perilous pace is 
maintained by many a har- 
ried vacationer right here in 
the United States, and it can 
be hazardous to your health. 

‘The rushing that has ruined 
so many trips begins in the 
planning stages. Take the 
time to talk honestly and 
openly about what each per- 
son expects of the holiday. If 
he wants to fish, she wants to 
dance and the kids want to 
swim — plan a trip that takes 
in all three. 

What about personal rela- 
tionships on the trip? Psy- 
chologists point out that the 
closest of traveling com- 
panions may need “‘rest peri- 
ods’ fram each other. Work 
toward a balance between 
privacy and “‘togetherness” 
which offers each the chance 
to do some things alone or 
with new found friends. 

To increase holiday enjoy- 
ment, also plan ahead for 
physical needs. For example, 
if you suffer from hay fever or 
other allergies, a letter to the 
appropriate state or local 
health department or local 
forest service may save you 
from coughing, sneezing and 
sniffing through your trip. Be 
specific about your particular 
allergy, the dates of your 
planned vacation and the area 
you hope to visit. 

You're less apt to have a 
tiring trip if you don’t start 
out exhausted.

Inflation (jestroys productive capital

Let’s say. you find yourself in 
the happy’ position of suddenly 
inheriting one million dollars, 
after estate taxes. What will you 
do with it? bo os 

We all have our lists of things 
we havealways wanted to do or 
to have and couldn’t afford. 

But before going on a buying 
spree there is another decision 
to make: Do you invest the 
money and spend only the in- 
terest, or do you spend the 
principal ‘sum? 

To keep things simpie, let’s 
assume the absence of inflation 
(a big assumption these days). 

If you invest the million 
conservatively—say at a’ five 
per cent interest rate—you will 
have the handsome pre-tax 
income of $50,000 a year for the 
rest of your life.

This is the argument for not 
taxing capital. 

Such a tax policy appears to 
benefit business and the 
wealthy, because they have 
most of the capital, but in the 
long run it benefits the govern- 
ment, and thus all taxpayers. 

Much of the capital 
equipment of a business—say, 
complex machinery—eve- 
ntually either wears out or 
becomes obsolete. That is, it 
depreciates. 

The business which does not 
save enough to replace this 
equipment when the time 
comes is really spending its 
capital. 

‘So the money a business sets 
aside to replace depreciated 
equipment is not income, or 
profit; it’s capital. 

As such, the government does 
not tax it. This is what is meant

depreciation,”’ or ‘‘depreciation 
writeoffs.”” . 

The amount:of money that a 
business can set aside, tax free, 
for depreciation of a given 
machine (or asset) is equal to 
the original cost of that 
machine. 

The time that must pass 
before the machine can be 
considered “fully depreciated” 
varies with the nature of the 
machine and other con- 
siderations of tax policy. A 


. shorter time period encourages 


businesses to spend more on 
modernization, and vice versa. 

This system works relatively 
well in noninflationary periods. 
But what happens during severe 
inflation? 

Let's say you bought a widget 
press for $25,000 ten years ago, 
and it is now ready for 
replacement. 

But, thanks to inflation, a new 
widget press will cost $35,000. 
That $35,000 is pure capital. It is 
all going into the new machine. 

But the government’s tax 
rules let you deduct only $25,000 
as capital—the original cost of 
the worn-out machine. 

So the extra $10,000 you need 
to buy the new press is officially 
considered income, and taxed. 

Thus, thanks to inflation, the 
government is actually taxing 
productive capital, even though 
that is not in its long-term best 
interest. 

It’s another example of the 
toll that inflation takes of 
business and wage-earner alike 


Sr. Citizen tax 
exemption for 
federal meals 


Gov. Dan Walker during the 
weekend signed House Bill 2125 
making senior citizens eligible 
for about $100,000 in additional 
tax relief. 

The bill exempts the federal 
nutrition program for the 
elderly from the state sales tax 
so that senior citizens do not 
have to pay the sales tax on 
their cash contributions for the 
federal meals. 

Gov. Walker said, ‘‘This is an 
important day for senior 
citizens. 

“Older people are, for the 

most part, the ones hardest hit 
by inflation, Because most of 
them are on fixed incomes, they 
need help more than most other 
groups.” 
Under the Older Americans 
Act of 1965, federal grants were 
made to individuals or groups 
for providing meals to the 
elderly. A schedule of suggested 
voluntary contributions for the 
meals is provided by the federal 
government. 

Bill 2125 exempts those who 
provide the meals — and thus 
those who make the con- 
tributions — from the 
requirement to pay the sales 
tax.

Stores are displaying back-to- 
school items. New clothes, new 
shoes and new school supplies 
will be bought by a great many 
children and their parents. 

I am urging people to use tare 
in the purchase and use of some 
school items. | 

A child’S”’outer clothing 
possibly will be worn on dark 
winter mornings or evenings. 
My advice is to be sure you 
purchase at least one item—for 
example, hat, scarf, gloves, 
boots—that is white or light in 
color. Washing may be a more 
frequent problem, but night 
drivers can better see a child 
who is wearing white. 

New shoes are nice, but the 
slippery soles can lead to falls 
more easily. Scuff up the soles 
of new shoes before your child 
wears them. He'll take care of 
scuffing up the tops in. short 
order, I'm sure! 

Platform shoes are the rage, 
I’m told. But they can be 
dangerous on stairs or for 
driving—or even for walking. 

If your child will be active 
outdoors on wet, snowy days, 
try to buy some water repellent 
garments. 

If your child uses such items 
as scissors, compasses, 
protractors, rulers and other 
school supplies with sharp 
edges, be sure they are carried 
and stored in enclosed and 
protective cases. 

The same advice holds true 
for pens and pencils and glass 
bottles holding paste and paints. 
Better yet, buy these last two 
items in plastic containers if 
available. 

Lunch boxes can be another 
safety hazard. Be sure they 
have smooth edges and fasten 
securely..Don’t pack food items 
in glass containers. 


Art sessions for 
students in 1975 


Talented high school artists 
from Illinois and other states 
may apply for the 1975 Allerton 
Art Schools, conducted by the 
University of Mlinois at Allerton 
House, the U. of I. conference 
center near Monticello.

However, the program has 
been expanded. Now any 
qualified student, from Tinos 
or elsewhere, can attend.

Students from outside Illinois

The fee for those not on IFWC 
scholarships is $110, including 
the $25 deposit, for room, board 
and instruction during the 
entire week. This can come 
from the student’s own pocket 
or from a scholarship from 
some source other than the 
IFWC—such as a school, club, 
civic or educational 
organizations.

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8 Amendatory veto process should be limited in scope, lest the state lose 
the value of its traditional Assembly legislative hearings and debate 


As has been pointed out in news 
reports and in the Public Notice 
column of the classified section, 
Quad-Cityans and other Illinoisans 
will vote Nov. 5 on a proposed 
amendment to Article IV of the 1970 
Illinois Constitution. 

The separate blue ballot asks for 
a “yes” or ‘no’ vote on the amend- 
ment, which is intended to limit the 
governor’s amendatory veto power 
to specific recommendations correc- 
ting technical errors or matters of 
form. 

If approved by voters, Article 
IV-Section 9 will outline the veto 
procedure regarding Illinois 
General Assembly legislation as 
follows: 

-“'The governor may return a bill 
together with specific recom- 
mendations for the correction of 
technical errors or matters of form 
to the house in which it originated. 


“The bill shall be considered in 
the same manner as a vetoed bill. If, 
however, the specific recom- 
mendations are accepted by a 
record vote of a majority of the 
members elected to each house, the 
bill shall be presented again to the 
governor. 

“If he certifies that the ac- 
ceptance conforms to his specific 
recommendations, the bill shall 
become law. If he does not so certify, 
the governor shall return it as a 
vetoed bill to the house in which it 
originated.”’ 

The new state constitution, first 
to be enacted in Illinois in a century, 
properly included an amendatory 


veto provision, but it has been in- 
terpreted broadly by both former 
Governor Richard B. Ogilvie and 
present Governor Daniel Walker. 
Since they are members of different 
political parties, and since the con- ~ 
stitution applies to all future gover- 
nors as well, the issue to be decided 
Nov. 5 is not essentially partisan in 
nature. 

No doubt some of the amen- 
datory vetoes have been: wisely 
drawn during the 1970-74 period, but 
a strong case can be made for 
limiting such authority to the correc- 
tion of words, phrases and figures. 

Some power to correct is 
justified. Proposed laws often are 
adopted in haste as a session draws 
to a close. In many instances, bills 
that are composites of Senate and 
House thinking are not actually 
available for detailed perusal when 
legislators are casting th > votes. 

But bills frequently have been, 
in effect, rewritten by a stroke of the 
gubernatorial pen, based only on the * 
governor’s opinion and on factual 
summaries prepared by one or 
several of his assistants. This has 
nullified the impact of thegggislative 
process and has disregarded the 
detailed testimony of advocates and 
opponents at lengthy hearings. 

If such sweeping lawmaking 
power is to be vested in a single of- 
fice, then the Assembly might as 
well be scrapped and its cost 
eliminated. We favor harnessing the 
amendatory veto process with 
reasonable limitations, and we 
therefore suggest a ‘“‘yes’’ vote on 
this fall’s blue ballot. 


Vital that four-township sewer program be expedited by community, state 


Since the four-township sanitary 
and interceptor sewer program is of 
vital importance to the present and 
future of the Quad-City community, 
it is refreshing to receive word that 
it has been funded by the Illinois En- 
vironmental Protection Agency for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1975. 

With 75 per cent of the cost met 
from state funds, lines are to be in- 
stalled in Chouteau, Nameoki and 
Venice Townships. They will be con- 
nected to the Granite City secondary 
sewage treatment plant to assure 


pure discharge into the Mississippi 
River. 

The local portion will be finan- 
ced by revenue bonds, retired with 
the fees from sewer users. 

The second phase of planning, 
engineering and design should be 
carried out as rapidly as possible by 
Madison County, the state and the 
participating townships so that there 
will be ho further delay of con- 
struction. By such prompt follow- 
through, it may be possible to com- 
plete the project at close to the ad- 
vance cost estimate of $12 million. 


Will Ford avert party disaster? 


WASHINGTON — Among 
the many questions prompted 
by Richard Nixon's resigna- 
tion is the political impact 
that President Ford will have 
on the November elections. 

Strategists at the Republi- 
can and Democratic National 
Committees here acknowl- 
edge that, as one Republican 
saide punned, ‘Ford has a Vet- 
ter idea” of what his party 
needs to forestall the disaster 
that had been predicted for 
his party. 

Both camps fully expect 
Ford to barnstorm the nation 
as much as his new duties will 
permit this fall, bolstering 
GOP candidates, workers and 
voters whose spirits have 
sagged under the weight of 
Watergate and the impeach- 
ment process. 

An aide to Democratic 
Chairman Robert Strauss 
said one effect of President 
Ford's political efforts — 
whether they be on-the-road 
campaigning or simply pep 
talks from the Oval office — 
might be to spark a larger- 
than-expected Republican 
voter turnout. 

“This could hurt us in those 
normally Republican states 
and congressional districts 
where we think our best 
chances stemmed from GOP 
voter apathy combined with a 
major Democratic campaign 
effort,” the aide said. 

The Democrats have tar- 
geted 95 of the 187 Republican 
seats in the House, for exam- 
ple, as worthy of special ef- 
forts. 

“I don’t think those num- 
bers will mean much now,” 
the Strauss aide commented.” 
“With Nixon out and Ford in, 
it’s going to be a different ball 
game. The question is how 
much different.” 

But the Democrats feel they

~ incumbent Republican office- 


holders at the state and na- 
tional levels not to seek re 
election in a year that prom- 
ised nothing but an uphill bat- 
tle for Republicans. 

As a result, many normally 
strong Republicans did not 
file for reelection and now it’s 
too late for them to qualify for 
the November ballot. 

“Wherever a Republican 
incumbent threw in the towel, 
we tried © to put up a 
real good Democratic candi- 
date to face their new candi- 
date,’ commented the ana- 
lyst for the Democratic sena- 
torial campaign committee 
who was referring to the par+ 
ty’s national strategy. 

“Pll bet same of them now 
wish they had filed (for re- 
election) and could have 
President Ford campaigning 
for them.” 


‘An aide to Republican Na- . 


tional Committee Chairman 
George Bush believes Ford 
could be very effective as a 
campaigner this fall. 

“T think he'll be enjoying 
that traditional honeymoon 
with the Congress and the 
press for a couple of months, 
and his public credibility will 
be high. It'll be a good time to 
help our people who need 
help,” the aide said. 

However, Bush’s aide 
added that the national com- 
mittee had not yet sgmpled 
reaction of GOP state and 
county chairmen. 

Several Democratic strate- 
gists suggested that, as one 
put it; “Ford will go out cam- 
paigning for Republicans at 
his own political peril." They 
said that with major domestic 
problems. demanding imme- 
diate attention, any blatant 
campaigning by Ford could 
quickly undermine his gener- 
al public support. 


“He could try to justify his 
efforts on behalf of Republi- 
can candidates by saying the 
country would not be well- 
served by having a Congress 
overwhelmingly controlled by 
one party,"' the aide to Demo- 
cratic Chairman Strauss said. 

“But with people more in- 
terested in how thé govern-* 
ment’s going to solve inflation 
than in which party wins 
what, I can’t see Ford going 
too far with partisanship.” 

In the House, there are 248 
Democrats and 187 Republi- 
cans. If the Democrats can 
score a net gain of 42 seats, 
they technically would have a 
two-thirds majority of the 435- 
member House. 

It kes a two-thirds vote to 
override 4 presidential veto. 
Although not all Democrats 
can be counted on to vote as a 
bloc, they frequently are 
joined by enough Republicans, 
to make overrides possible. 

The Senate has 58 Demo” 
crats and 42 Republicans. 
Thus the Democrats could ob- 
tain theoretical veto power by 
winning a net gain of eight. 
more seats out of the.14 GOP 
seats up for reelection.

No historian will ever write 
that there, was anything 

ic or dramatic. about 
Coolidge’s administration. 
However, he reduced the na- 
tional debt by §2 billion in 
three years, a feat of consid- 
erable magnitude considering 
the high value of the dollar of 
those days. 

He was taciturn almost to 
the point of silence and his 
simple response to those who 
asked America to forgive Eu- 
ropean allies their wartime 
debts came out like this: 
“They hired the money, didn’t 
they?” 

Coolidge managed the na- 
tion into reasonable prosper- 
ity and he was tough on law 
and order. This recalled his 
1919 days as governor of 
Massachusetts and his tri- 
umph over Boston police 
strikers. On the police strike 
he wired AFL boss Samuel 
Gompers, “There is no right 
to strike against the public 
safety by anybody anywhere 
anytime.” 

Finally, after reelection in 
1924, Coolidge rejected GOP 
urgings to run again in '28 
with the words, “I do not 
choose to run.” While he had 
“run,” however, he had run 
the country well and Hard- 
ing’s death had caused no cri- 
ses in government 

Again on April 12, 1945, 
tragedy took a U.S. president 
with the death of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in Warm Springs, 
Ga. I was at that time with 
thousands of other Americans 
fighting on Okinawa and it 
‘was difficult to think of Wash- 
ington in the face of Japanese 
bullets not many yards dis- 
tant. However, in retrospect 
historians have told us of the 
concern of many Americans 
because “‘lightweight"’ Vice 
President Harry Truman was 
taking over the reins of the 
presidency at a most critical 
time — wars in Europe and 
the Pacific with all the attend- 
ant problems at home. 

Also in retrospect, ‘light- 
weight’? President 
didn’t do too badly. He suc- 
ceeded Roosevelt the same 
day, the oath administered by 
Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone. 
And he showed courage and 
wisdom far beyond that ex- 
pected even by his closest 
friends. 

He made the decision to 
drop the new atomic bomb on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki less 
than four months after he took 
office (and he hadn’t even 
Imown the bomb project ex- 


isted when he was vice presi- 
dent). He has been praised 
and denounced for the 
“bomb” decision, but it did 
end the war and it did save 
perhaps a million U.S. 
casualties that would have re- 
sulted in an invasion of Japan. 

He also was a co-father of 
the Marshall Plan, given the 
name of then Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall, a 
plan that did wonders in the 
rehabilitation of Europe. He 
also had the courage to fire 
Gen. of the Army Douglas 
MacArthur, a national hero, 
when MacArthur defied Tru- 
man’s orders as commander- 
in-chief. 

Most of us still have a vivid 
memory of the next transition 
in the White House. 

I was at work on a news 
desk on Nov. 22, 1963, when 
assassination bullets fired by 
Lee Harvey Oswald struck 
down President John F. Ken- 
nedy during a joyous and tri- 
umphant motorcade through 
Dallas. Lyndon B. Johnson 
was vice president at the time 
and he was held in general low 
esteem. He was too much of

an arm twister, too much a 
wardheeling politician. How- 
ever, he assumed the prési- 
dency almost immediately — 
exactly 99 minutes after Ken- 
nedy died in a Dallas hospital. 
He took the oath on Air Force 
One, the presidential plane, 
just before takeoff for Wash- 
ington and with the slain 
president's body in the rear of 
* the craft. 

Johnson is faulted for his 
handling of the Vietnam war 
— for getting America in 
deeper and for the U.S. 
casualties and for failure to 
win the war militarily. How- 
ever, almost no president in 
history has been able to 
strong-arm social legislation 
through Congress as Johnson 
did. 

He can be given credit for 
the nation’s greatest ad- 
vances in civil rights, in anti- 
poverty programs and in 
other laws to better the lot of 
the underprivileged and pre- 
viously neglected Americans. 

Like him or not, Johnson did 
take the reins and the govern- 
ment did move forward de- 
spite the sadness and gloom 
over the slaying of a popular 
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president. It was the system 
devised by those wise men of 
the late 18h Century that 
made this transition possible. 

And, now comes President 
Gerald Ford. 

Nothing is to be gained at 
this time in reciting the events 
that have caused the agony 
requiring Ford to assume the 
duties he does. Nor is any- 
thing gained either in saying 
that Ford has had a rather un- 
distinguished career in the 
House of Representatives. Or 
that he, like we thought Tru- 
man was, is a “lightweight.” 

History tells us that Ford’s 
immediate elevation to the 
presidency is in character 
with the desires of the 
framers of the Constitution 
that there be no break in gov- 
ernment functions and no 
break in the world’s highest 
position of leadership.

At the same time Mr. Nixon 
lined up another, at least ini- 
tially, successful bid for a new 
period of friendlier relations 
with the Soviet Union, em- 
bracing major new cultural 
exchanges, scientific cooper- 
ation, and massively ex- 
panded trade. 

But the central goal on 
which this policy of detente 
would eventually stand or fall 
eluded him — a strategic 
arms agreement between the 
world’s two major nuclear 
powers based on essential 
equivalence in over-all 
strength. 

The final chapters in this ef- 
fort still remain to be written. 

Matching the China and 
USSR initiatives in strategic 
boldness was the President’s 
drive to seize the opportuni- 
ties opened by the October, 
1973, Arab-Israeli war and 
move toward a stable and 
lasting Middle East peace. 

At Mr. Nixon's behest, Kis- 
singer conducted marathon 
negotiations in Arab capitals 
that produced a pullback of 
Israeli forces from‘captured 
Egyptian and Syrian lands, 
clearing the way for peace 
talks. 

But this, too, is an unfin- 
ished story with many com- 
plex chapters yet to”be writ- 
ten. 

In the meantime, however, 
by a single stroke of policy, 
the Nixon’ administration 
loosened the Soviet Union's 
grip on Egypt and weakened 
Moscow’s position in the Mid- 
die East. 

It is difficult to find any- 
thing in Richard Nixon's do- 
mestic programs to match 
such foreign thrusts. 

Perhaps some would cite 
his successful implementa- 
tion of sharing federal reve- 
nue with the states. General 
revenue sharing was el 
but the other half of the pro- 
gram was not. It provided for 
a lumping together of many 
existing categorical aid pro- 
grams into various forms of 
special revenue sharing that 
cities, states and counties 
could use as they desired. 

A much more logical candi- 
date for Mr. Nixon’s top do- 
mestic achievement — and at 
that it was half foreign — was 
his devaluation of the U.S. 


dollar, actually two devalu- 
ations of first 8, then 10 per 
cent,. combined with in- 
creased valuations placed on 
other top foreign currencies. 

This freed the United States 
from the terrible economic 
stress caused by a greatly 
overvalued post-World War II 
dollar, and made recovery in 
U.S. trade and payments bal- 
ances possible. 

Mr. Nixon also acted boldly 
on Aug. 15, 1971, when he 
stepped into a growing world 
monetary crisis with emer- 
gency measures and later im- 
posed wage and price con- 
trols. 

They worked fine for a year 
and no doubt would have been 
successf: for several more 
months had the President not 
unexpectedly removed them 
too soon. 


Still another adccomplish- ” 


ment of note was the ending of 

the draft and the beginning of 
a purely volunteer Army, 
Navy and Air Force. This 
move alone, combined with 
the Vietnam withdrawal, 
brought peace back to Ameri- 
ca’s campuses 

But major failures at home 
mounted, too. 

Mr. Nixon piled up the 
largest combined peacetime 
budget deficits in American 
history in an unsuccessful 
search for an elixir that would 
right the ailing economy — a 
total of more than $66 billion 
in five budget years. 

His management of the 
economy gyrated from policy 
to policy and brought on first 
“stagflation,"” — economic 
stagnation combined with in- 
flation — then recovery, then 
a potential and increasingly 
ominous economic retreat 
coupled with double-digit in- 
flation. 

When the energy crisis 
erupted he was caught unpre- 
pared. 

When his first attorney gen- 
eral, John Mitchell, selected, 
for the President, two con- 
secutive Supreme Court 
nominees who were rejected 
by the Senate he continued to 
have faith in Mitchell's judg- 
ment — one of the men who 
helped entangle the adminis- 
tration in the fatal web of Wa- 
tergate. 

The President surrounded 
himself with such men, men 
whose grasp of social and con- 
stitutional propriety proved 


faulty. 

He allowed a separate com- 
mittee to be set up to run his 
campaign, a committee that 
later became enmeshed in 
massive manipulations of 
cash that led down the road to 
Watergate. 

He used massive overkill in 
winning reelection in 1972 — 
an election he could have won 
easily without ever leaving 
the White House. 

And in the end he stood ac- 
cused by the House Judiciary 
Committee of having used the 
Internal Revenue Service to 
harass his enemies, and of al- 
lowing his aides to solicit help 
from the CIA in obtaining 
equipment used in setting up

| big toll among the aged 


Sadly, and contrary to .the 
poet's advice, 
People’ 


Pergons aged 65 or over ac- 
count for one every four 
‘accidental deaths in the United. 
States, although they make up 
less than 10 per cent of the 
population. 

Accidents,are responsible for 
about 28,000 deaths each year 
among the elderly and. con 
stitute one of the leading causes 
of death in their age group, 
cutranked only by the major 
cardiovascular diseases, 
malignant neoplasms, and 
influenza and pneumonia. 

As one might expect, the older 
the person, the greater his or 
her chance of dying by accident. 

In 1968-69, accident mortality 
among men aged 75 and over 
was more than twice that of 
men aged 65-74; a much greater 
rise appeared for women, as 
age increased. “ 

At ages 65-74, the accident 
rate for men was more than 
twice the rate for women, and at 
ages 75 and over the rate for 
men was 25 per cent greater. 


In seven of every 10 
fatalities from falls, the 
victim is elderly. * 

Falls were, by far, the leading 
cause of: secidental genie 
among yen at ages 65 over, 
and about one half of the total at 
ages 75 and over. The propor- 
tions were even larger for 
women, nearly a third at ages 
65-74 and-seven-tenths at the 
later ages. 

This sharp rise with age is 


undoubtedly due to a greater- 


susceptibility to falls by the 
elderly because of their reduced 
physical capabilities. 


Older people, moreover, are 
likely to sustain more serious 
injuries from an accidental fall. 
Such injuries often lead to past- 
traumatic medical complica- 
tions resulting in death. 

Motor vehicle accidents 
accounted for the second 
largest death rate from 
among persons aged 65 and 
over in 1968-69. At ages 65-74, 
they outranked every other 
type of accident. 

While mortality from falls 
increased rapidly with the 
advance in age, deaths from 
motor vehicle accidents in-

Fires and..flames are a 
terrifying cause of accidental 
death among the elderly. 

Because their, movements 
may be restricted, they are 
more vulnerable to the hazard 
of having their clothing ignited 
by flame; and their infirmities 
may prevent their escape from 

For these reasons, fires ac- 
count for twice‘as many deaths 
for men and women ages 75 and 
over as among ages 65-74. 

Inhalation and ingestion of 
feod or other objects causing 
obstruction, poisoning by solids 
or liquids, and drowning were 
also serious threats to life for 
the aged. 

All of these took a uch 
greater toll of life among men 
than among women, and the 
dangers increase with age. 

Figures from the U. S. 
National Health Survey show 
that in 1972, over four and a 
quarter million persons aged 65 
and over suffered injuries that 
involved medical attendance or 
at least one day of restricted 
activity. 

One out of five persons at 
these ages sustained a fairly 
serious accident during 1972. 

Statisticians point out that 
even when accidents do not 
necessitate hospital admission, 
they can sap confidence and 
generate..insecurity and fear 
among the elderly.. 

This can decrease their 
mobility while causing them to 
grow more dependent on others. 

Accidents are often the cause 
of the decline in activity of 
many previously vigorous 
elderly people.
